‘The new postal notes which were authorized by 
Congress will be used for the frst time by the pub- 
le on September 3 

‘The notes are printed on pure linen bank-note 
paper, chemically prepared in such manner as not 
tobe effected by the action of acids and otper 
Feagents used for removing inks, 

‘The amount for which the notes are tmsued ts 
Punched Out In dollars, dimes and cents similar to 
Srailroal ticket. The paper is a lemon Wat, and 
Om Uns face 18 printed, over the entire suriace, an 
underlying Unt in colden brown ink, 

In size (he notes are about tne same as the 
United States notes, but similar in character to 
Ube 014 iracuionai currency. ‘Ibe paper is water- 
Marked, And cach note contains a cumpiete design 
Of a ribbon formed tn shape of a figure No note 
Contains (bO désiyb INLACK, howevrr, a8 It is 80 
arranged Wuat parts oy Of each design will appear
